Public Meu and Motives. 

The report of the proceedings of 
the Talo Convention is now botoroour 
readers, and wo would aak those who 
are willing to think and judge for 
themselves, to poruso tlio resolutions 
which have been passod, with care, and 
having done ho, to judge for thorn- 
selves how far they justify the tone 
which hao latterly been adopted by 
the opponents of Confederation, thoro 
really seems to bo little in the resolu- 
tions to give riHO to that suspicion of 
evil, which wo are told exists in the 
minds of many in tolligont mon, with 
regard to the movements of those iu 
favor of Confederation, nor can wo 
see tho slightest reason, outsido of poo 
litical and party motives, for hinting 
at "tho ultimato dosign of tho more 
active movors in tho drama." Those 
gentlemon who havo attended tho 
Yalo Convention, oannot with justice 
be charged with any mot'wos, beyond, 
or foreign to those principles which 
guide : and dotermino tho actions of 
mon who, having tho welfare of their 
country at heart, bavo Bufliciont 
energy to take an activo part in 
public affairs; whilst others professed- 
ly equally desirous of witnessing 
national prosperity, cannot exert them- 
selves to do moro tlian find fault. 
Pablio men, and politicians abovo all, 
aro subjeot to severe oriticism and fro,, 
quontly fall under tho imputation of 
being actuated by inipuro or selfish 
motives, booause thoir very activity 
tends to advanco thom to positions in 
whioh they take tho lead to a cortain 
extent of thoir follow men, so far as 
public affairs aro concerned; thus if a 
publio man is ambitious and would 
push, himself into the front ranks in 
politics he is acousod either of having 
personal ends to eorve, or of being 
willing to soli his country for his own 
aggrandisomont; whoreastho military 
or naval man who has no ambition to 
distinguish himself, or tho professional 
man who makes no ondoavor to out- 
strip his competitors, is rogardod as 
but a shade rcmovod from unfitness 
for the profession whioh ho may have 
undertaken, it is however apparent 
to all who will take tho troublo to 
analyse motivos, and to connect thom 
with prospects of succoss, that tho 
politician who doos not, whatovor 
may bo his privato convictions aod 
secret aspirations, so control his publio 
wordB and actions, as to endeavor by 
them to forward tho public good, can-, 
not ultimately succoed in raising him- 
self to position, power, or famo, be- 
cause tho very ossonco of tho politi- 
cian's ambition as well as its sourco 
and motive spring, must bo the dosiro 
of the public good. Subjecting the 
motives of tho dolegatos who havo 
just returned from Yalo, to the severest 
tests that can bo applied to thom, we 
cannot see that the loaders of tho op- 
position to Confederation can fairly 
attribute to thom anything but u 
dosiro to dischargo thoir dutios as 
citizens. Doubtless similar motives 
actuate tho party that opposos Con* 
federation, but thoso who have taken 
tho initiative in mooting this question 
in bucIi a way as to bring it fairly bo- 
foro the pooplc of tho Colony, aro 
certainly ontitlod to tho thanks of 
thoso who wish for roform. It is to 
bo regrettod that those who are now 
moving against Confederation had not 
sooner como out with somo plans and 
suggestions which might satisfy thoso 
who aro not content with the simple 
procoss of existing undor a govern- 
ment in which thoy havo no lot or 
sbaro beyond contributing to its exist- 
ence It is vory easy to say that 
"thoro aro other Bafcr and moro cor- 
tain moans as a remedy for our ills 
than Confodoration,'' but it is some- 
what strange that thoso who admit 
tho cxistonco of evils can bo contont 
to. remain passive, so far as any at- 
tempt at reform is concoruod, whilst 
by their inactivity thoy strongthon 
the hands of a govornmont which is 
not of or for tho people Thoro is, 
bowovor, one stop in reform which wo 
suppose all partios in tho Colony, ex- 
cept porhaps tho officials, would cordi- 
ally unite in welooming, that is tho 
alteration of tho constitution of tho 
Logislativo Council. Tho Governor, 
if ho has tho slightest desiro to carry 
out tho wishes of tho pcoplo, would 
suroly prefer a Council of which two- 
thirds should bo elected by a popular 
vote: tho nominated olemont would 
even then be so strong as almost to 
insure a mpjority to tho Government

If the 
pooplo wore really represented in the 
Government, thoro is littlo doubt that 
thoir wishes upon all important ques- 
tions would not only bo knowD, but 
would bo felt and command attention. 
With oven suoh a semblance of roprc 
sontativo govornmont as two^thirds of 
tho Council would give us, there would 
bo ovory prospoot of the groat ques* 
tions of tho day boing fairly vontilatod 
and disoussod, and it would be simply 
tho fault of the people it right was 
not thon doue. We do not pretend to 
say that such a form of government 
would in „ny way approach porfootion, 
but it would be ono step away from 
tbo depth of imperfeotion of tho pros„ 
ont systoro,

* tierg of^shelvee, coTered with white paper, 
held the fruit, small samples of vegetables, 
fresh batter, &o., so that nothing could escape 
the glarioe of the observant eye. On both 
sides, and at tba bead of the building, the 
larger articles were rangod. Tba arrunges 
ment of the articles, aud tbe bunting, met 
with universal approbation. A latgo variety 
of native stuffed birds, in glo9s casus, assisted 
considerably in completing the showy ap- 
pearance of the whulo. Among the oddities 
was a model of hoisting geur, water wheel, 
and dump box, as oBed at tbe gold mines of 
Cariboo. Thero were eeve al articles on ex- 
hibition from Victoria, that took prizes, 
among which was a large variety of seeds 
and shrubs shown by Mr B.tles, of Jay & 

"*Bales, and elicited the admiration of our 
amateur gardenerB, who bought up all of tbe 
shrubs and evergreons. Therd was no flour 
on exhibition. Mr Heywood, of Victoria, 
exhibited soma haraa and bacon ; they 
evoked universal praise Si me turnips . from 
William Greek altiacted much attention. 

• The fact of their having been seut 375 miles, 
and grown in suoh a plaoe, excited much 
comment. Wa understand they wero grown 
by Mr Dixon. New Westminster district 
was well represented by Mr a Herring, who 

, took tho largest number of prires, amounting 
to $94. Mr J Syme exhibited some clarified 
oolachan oil. This artiolo, it is said, is 
superior to cod liver oil, (or medicinal pur- 
poses. The decisions of tbo judges have 
given general satisfaction, Thero was some 
fall wheat shown by Messrs Oolbrailh & 
Hawks, grown from eeed imported from Can- 
ada. By comparison with a sample of the 
original seed, which was shown, it was ap- 
parent that tha British Columbia wheat was 

*the best. The great variety of articles 
ehown, and their excellent quality, fully de- 
monstrated the agricultural capacity of tho 
Colony.— Examiner. * 
Coal at Saamich.— Somo few days ago 
we gavo.an aooount of oertain parties of tbis 
town prospering for coal at North Saanich, 
■□der oiroumataocBs, whioh gave them just 
reason. to anticipate final suocess. Yeiter- 
day a Mr Reed, of Saanioh district, arrived 
in town, bringing to tho parties concerned, 
tha cheering nowa that the seam, on Monday 
last, suddenly opened out four feel nine 
inches thick; tbe presumption from this fact 
is, the junction of the two seams, whioh the 
workraen]have baan sometime following down, 
has been struck, and instead of giving out, 
has formed a seam of splendid coal five foet 
wide.

A visitor in Washington is struck with 
the Bpectaclo of several thousand ragged ne- 
groes who infest every nook and corner in 
search of food or work, A moro wretched 
set of beings 1 havo nover seon. Thrown by 
the into civil war upon tboir own resources, 
and utlerly unused to provide for themaelveu, 
the elder members of the race havo suffered 
and Btill fuller incalculable misery and havo 
sunk to a state of degredation and wretched- 
ness truly awful to behold ; yet they prefer 
flocking to tho city to pick up a precarious 
livelihood as best tboy may to remaining in 
the country and resuming tho duties of farm 
laborers. Tbe labor market is overstocked. 
The rates for ablcbodied male servants arc 
§8 and $10 per month (greenbacks) aud 
board. Females receive ubout half those 
rates, and a stout girl to take care of children 
may be had ror her clothes and ' keep.' A

1 
do not think I should overstate tho mark 
wore I to set the numerical force of tbo 
Washington Bootblack Brigade at 1000. 
No sooner do you entrust one to black your 
pedal encaBors than at least a doz«n others 
futher around, unsling their liltlo boxes and 
sit down upon them to watch, openmouihed, 
the operation. This watching appears to bo 
characteristic of the Washington freed man ; 
for positively I have not seon ono colored 
man or boy carrying a package that I have 
not observed at least three rapged confreres 
accompanying him empty handed. What 
will be the result ol this state of alluirs it is 
difficult to say. The whites declare, with 
an air of satisfaction that the negro is dying 
out last, for wiint of proper nourishment and 
medical attention, and ibat thero arc at leasi 
1,000.000 less blacks in tbo United States 
than boloro tbe war ! What an admission ! 
A million white lives pnorifieod in freeing tho 
Have, and a million slaves dead becau-o they 
could not livo free. Am 1 not jiistiGed, then, 
in believing that so far from any renl benefit 
having been conferred upon the black race 
by tbe straggle, it has proved their greater 
injury? From what I seo hero I um con- 
vinced that gradual emancipation would 
have mot the case; hut the wholesale liber- 
ation ol the poor, ignorant masses has proved 
a curse, the effects ol which will be felt by 
this nation for generations. A great many 
prominent men have been pointed out to me. 
since my arrival. Among others, I have 
eeen Ben Hutlor (nicknamed 'the beast') sen- 
ators Samner, Wade, Doolitile, Hendricks, 
Frelinghuyscn, Yatea, Chandler, Fessendem 
N P Banks, aud Fernando Wood and John 
MorriBsey of tho HouBe. Butler in the flesh 
is no improvement on bis portrait in tho 
illustrated press. Sumner has a tall, com- 
manding figure, hair Bl'ghtly mixed with 
grey, and drosses with scrupulous neat- 
ness. His voico is deep and sonorous and 
when ho speaks he invariably commands tho 
attention of the Sonato. Fosae-iden is the 
most inielleclual looking man in tho Upper 
House. In person he is of the average 
height, his complexion and eye dark, hair 
slightly grey nod well brushed back Irotn n 
broad forehead.'

is sometimes givon to ranting, which detracts 
considerably from tho effect. John Morris- 
eey has not been in his Beat in tbe Houao 
niece I arrived, but is to bu eeen daily at 
the Metropolitan Uotel, reclining against 
one of the lofty pillars and gasing listlessly 
upon the crowds of people who continually 
pass this spot.

Largo accessions linvo lately been made to 
tho working force of Congress by the ad- 
mission of delegates from several of tho re- 
constructed Southnrn States. Thcso dolo- 
gnies arc known as ' Carpet ba«gers,' from 
the fact that fow if any of the number re- 
sided South previous to the war, and tbat 
they are political advenlurcra whose entire 
property consists of a carpet bag containing 
a change of clothing. They were elected by 
neijro Buffrnge, and are a hard-looking sot 
Tboir speeches nro sometimes unique and 
amusing. One of ilieir number [DeewasJ, up- 
on Ibe bill to arm tho Southern blacks so 
that tho elections might bo carried for the 
Radicals, aired his vocabulary in an oloquent 
style.

between Canadu and I he Uu'icd Slates, and 
which will cover ull mailers of commerce, 
navigation and tho fisheries. Mr Seward in- 
formed the commiiiee that ho would consider 
ihis report as nmplo authority to open nego- 
tiations. The report will bo submitted 
immediately upon tbo reassembling of Con- 
RresB. It isstuted that it is probable that Mr.

As I hinted in my last letter, tho oommi'tae 
will find that the little island has beon'puU 
ting on uira,' and tbat she would no moro he 
allowed to consummate a tre».ly with the 
United Stutes tbon she will he suffered to 
phuke oil the aulhority of the British Crown. 
Prince Edward Island can only enter upon 
the boneQiB of Reciprocity through tho Do- 
minion door. There ia no other avenue. 

In our rambles about tho oily wo -strolled 
into tho Smithsonian Institute buildings, 
where wa had tho pleasure of grasping by 
the hand Mr II Elliott, who accompanied 
tho Western Union Telegroph expedition 
through British Columbia, and wore intro- . 



duced lo Professors Henry end Balrd of the 
Institute. Tho Professors inquired particu- 
larly concerning the meterological changes 
and gcologioal formation of the Colony, in 
whioh tbey appeared much interested. Both 
gentlemen seemed well informed as lo the 
capabilities and resources of tho country, 
for which we are somewhat indebted to the 
researches of Mr Ellioit and Dr P Comrie, 
ft N. Leaving the Institute we called on 
Hon Anson Burlingame and lady of the 
Chinese EmbaBsy. In tho evening there 
was a reception at tha Metropolitan Hotel. 
Tbo reception took place at 9 o'clock, tbe 
guests being roceived by Mr and Mrs Bnr« 
lingamo with Cbih-Kang and San-ChioKu, 
[ i ho two last Mr Burllngamo'a associate min- 
isters of the Chinese Legation.] Tbe threo 
parlors ut tbo hotel were filled with a throng 
of distinguished v.siturs, among whom were 
the President, tbe Secretaries of State and 
Treasury, the Postmaster Goneral, Mr Evarts 
the Attorney Geneial ; Mr Thornton, tbo

Gerolt, tho PruBaian Minister and his fam. 
ily; Prof Henry and lady ; many officers of 
tho army and navy ; Senatois and membora 
of Congioss, and gentlomon conneotad with 
tho leading newspapers of tho country. 
After some timo thus pleasanlly spent, tho 
company proceeded to tbe dining room, 
where a Bupper was served up .in the moat 
liberal style, into which all entered with 
great spirit. The distinguished Orientals 
were in full force, and seemed to enjoy the 
affair to tho fullest extent. Tho reception 
we beliovo, was enjoyed by all present, and 
was n decided anceoss. 

Thia ovening, wo visited tho scene of Lin- 
coln's assassination, nnd saw the room in 
which ho died, in a bouae opposite the thea- 
tre.. The theatre was purch»Bed by tbo 
Government, and is now used as a medical 
museum. Among tha curiosities is ihe apino 
ol tho assassin Booth, with the rifla ball 
which ended his career Btill embedded in it.
